The Problem UuolTed. 

Bro. Edward Mason in last is- 
sue under the caption of "How 
to have more harmony" under- 
takes to criticise a few remarks 
which we made in a former ar- 
ticle tending to show the need of 
more harmony in our teachings. 
The example given by us was 
not merely imaginary ; we know, 
that such things have actually 
ocenred, and it was to show the 
inconsistency of brethren making 
their private views on those 
subjects so prominent, that caused 
us to give the illustration. It 
seems to me that the brother has, 
though unintentional perhaps, 
placed a wrong construction on 
my remarks, which we fear might 
leave the impression that wn 
were in sympathy with creeds 
and councils, hut such is not the 
case. After refering to the Ro- 
man Catholic and German Bap- 
tist churches, he says, "Let us 
profit by such experience, and 
not flirt with that which will 
only bring division. What does 
the brother mean '! does he mean 
to intimate that my article 
savored of such 7 We have ever 
been opposed to brethren preach- 
ing their private views on matters 
concerning which the goBpel is 
silent. However, we were not 
aware that the gospel was silent 
on the communion question, un- 
less it be on the exclusive side. 

We heartily acquiesce with the 
brother where he says, "God ujr 
the church does not commission 
ministers to preach their private 
opinions but the gospel." But 
tbe question arises what ie gos- 
pel f The trouble is when men 
preach their private opinions 
they preach them as gospel. 
The pedo-baptist will tell you 
that they are preaching the gos- 
pel when they preach sprinkling 
for baptism. But we do not be - 
lieve that the gospel teaches 
more than one way of observing 
an ordinance. Hence we say 
again that one urgent need of 
our brotherhood is more har- 
mony in its teachings and that 
too on the communion question. 
But how to get all our brethren 
to see alike is a question. We 
know from past experience that 
it cannot be done by legislation. 
Yes, "in union there is strength." 
The precedent we have in other 
orthodox churches that observe 
harmony in their teachings, and 
the success attending their united 
efforts should not be overlooked 
by us.
